The agony is over, aad Newton 
Booth despite the maohinatlons of the 
railroad cohorts la elected to the Sen* 
ate. No effort has been spared by the 
agents of the monopolies to compass 
his defeat. All sorts of unholy alliances 
have been proposed and every species 
of combination tried, but the will of 
the people has triumphed. We have 
not the vote 6f thé convention befóré 
us, but infer from the dispatches that 
have been received, that the Demo­ 
cratic members of the Legislature aie 
not entitled to much credit for bring­ 
ing about the grand result. Some of 
them have given Booth a steady sup­ 
port; but the great majority, unmind­ 
ful of the great responsibilities that 
rest upon them have stood aloof. We 
regret this, for on Democratic assist­ 
ance in great part the Independants 
must depend lw success.

Snn Bernardino Wnnts Credit. 
Our sister city of San Bernardino 
Is giving herself unnecessary trouble 
If the Guardia* is * reflector of public 
sentiment. Speaking for the H e r a l d , 
we profess to be not only willing but 
anxious to give that city credit for 
everything that it can justly claim. 
We should be glad to credit to San Ber­ 
nardino the shipments that come to 
us from that rich valley, If there were 
any way ef obtaining the necessary 
Information, but her own citizens have 
taken no pains whatever to furnish 
such Information, and they can hardly 
complain of us fot not doing It. The 
officers at the depot give us from day 
to day the receipts of produce, and we 
publish them as we get them. Of 
course it is understood that all these 
various articles, bullion, hides, honey, 
grain, tallow, ore, asphaltum, corn, 
etc., not produced inside the city lim­ 
its of Los Angeles; they come from the 
country leading here, and it don’t 
make them any less our shipments be­ 
cause they were produced in 8an Ber­ 
nardino, or Inyo, or Kern counties. 
The Guardian would exhibit more en­ 
terprise by publishing the shipments 
of its city, itself, Instead of growling 
at the Los Angeles press for not doing 
it, and we promise that paper that if 
it will see that parties delivering pro­ 
duce at our depot will take the necessa­ 
ry trouble to have the H e r a l d in­ 
formed of the fact, due mention will 
be made of it, and San Bernardino 
properly credited.

A Railroad to t la ia Monica. 
A gentleman of wealth and expe­ 
rience in railroad building, in discuss­ 
ing the necessity of better means of 
communication with the sea, suggest­ 
ed that a good landing could be made 
at Santa Monica, and when the ques­ 
tion of expense was broached, pro­ 
fessed his willingness to contract to 
build a narrow gauge railroad from 
this city to Santa Monica and equip 
it with two engines, two passenger 
and twenty freight cars» for $75,000, 
provided the right of way was furnish­ 
ed to him without cost. It was at 
once remarked by one of the parties 
to the discussion, that this would be 
eheaper and better than any other
